The following eye-witness report from Stalingrad 
has been received in London by the United Jewish 
Commitice for Aid to Russia: 

Thick columns of fire and smoke tower to the 
sky. The roar of artillery goes on day and night. 
The noise of aeroplanes is deafening. Blazing 
Messerschmitts fall like fiery serpents on houses 
OF streets 

In the battle for Stalingrad the enemy has sacri- 
ficed many divisions and lost much of his equip- 
ment. The streets are littered with Fascist corpses 
and with mutilated tanks, cars, and mine throwers. 
The Fascists try hard to break through, but are met 
by a rain of fire and lead. Streets, houses, floors, 
and even rooms arc.transtormed into fighting posts. 
The best sons of the Soviet people are fighting toi 
then beloved city.

Slaves Build Nazi 
Railway 


The Vichy newspaper Perit reports 
progress in the construction of the Mediterranean 
Niger’ railway which, when completed, will span the 
Sahara Desert, linking up with Dakar. The northern 
section of the line now reaches Kenadza, well into 
the desert 

The newspaper's matter-of-fact report conceals 
one of the most ghastly tragedies of Europe's perse- 
cuted Jews. The slave-labourers who are building 
this rarlway —at the behest of the Nazis—are German 
and Austrian refugees, mainly Jews, and they work 
under conditions which beggar description. AUFBAU, 
the German-Jewish refugee newspaper published in 
New York, has obtained details of the life of these 


slaves. They are stationed in Bou-Afra, one of the 
centres for the railway construction: in Qued 
Akresh: and in Colomb Bechar, one of the desert 
raiiway stations. Others work in the coal mines at

In Casualty Lists 


It has been revealed that among the heroic 
Cafiadian troops who recently took a prominent 
part in the daring landing at Dieppe were soldicrs 
of the Jewish faith. 

At least one, however, of those who figured in 
the casualty list made the supreme sacrifice, He 
was Private Murray Irving Bleeman, of the Royal 
Hamilton Light Infantry. Private Bleeman was 
dangerously wounded and was brought back to 
England, where he died. He was born in Poland, 
and his mother is Mrs. Sarah Bleeman, of I12, 
Huron Stteet, Toronto (the premises of the small 
Drildzer Synagogue). He joined up in September, 
1939, and was posted to the Central Ontario 
Reeiment, and was later drafted overseas.

German N.G.O.s 


A Czech Jewish refugee who has escaped to 
Britain from a Sahara slave-camp reports that he 
was working at Figig, the present southern limit of 
the railway. Describing the holes and trenches in 
which they live and which they have to dig them- 
selves after working hours, he says that from the 
earth of these trenches scorpions, tarantellas, and 
sand vipers emerge, whose bite can be fatal. In 
winter the conditions are terrible owing to the lice; 
in summer these perish from the heat, but millions 
of flies appear instead. The working hours average 
nine a day, although varying according to the state 
of the soil. and every day a certain part of the 
track has to be completed. Owing to the extreme 
heat at midday, there is a break, from 11 to 4 o'clock 
(for the sake of the guard). Mats made of afga 
grass were recently given to the workers. The 
making of these is given as hard labour to a special 
penal company under very bad conditions. 

The refugees are under the command of German 
commissioners, who have already been there for 10 
or 20 years. Most of them are N.C.O.s, the rank 
and file beiftg Arabs. 

Food is of the poorest. In the morning, “coffee” 
and a small amount of bread; for dinner and 
suppers beans and an Algerian vegetable—a kind of 
turnip. Four times a week a very small quantity 
of mutton is served, and one pint of wine a day, 
The daily minimum of water is for drinking and 
washing. The men are starving and try to get food 
in every possible way; for instance, by catching 
dogs belonging to the Arabs. 

The men often try to escape, and some have 
succeeded in getting as far as 500 miles. Some time 
ago it was customary to send men who were bitten 
by dogs to the Fez Hospital to be examined for 
rabies. Encouraged by this, some men asked their 
fellow workers to bite them deliberately and then 
pretended to have been bitten by a dog; once in Fez 
escape was much easier. The authorities later dis- 
covered the trick, and everybody who is bitten ts 
now punished, instead of being sent to Fez.

Unfortunately. on arrival in New York. Mr. Lunn did 
mu make int entirely clear to the journalhsts what 
was the purpose of his mission No dout he thought that, 
secing that the Press Summary which the Forecgn Research 
and Press Service produced was confidential, it was not in 
order for him to do so In the circumstances, it Was not 
unnatural that the Lnited Mates press should come to the 
conclusion that he was on some kind of secret mission. 
There was no doubt that hie judgement was wrong and that 
he should have frankly said what it was that he proposed to 
do. In view of the unfortunate publicity which was given to 
his journey in the United States. nt became clear that egrcat 
suspicion was attached to his tour in South America, and 
instructions were, therefore, given to cancel it, and Mr. 
Lunn was now on his way home. 

Lord Snell added that. while freely admitting that Mr 
Lunn’s judgment seemed to have been at fault. he would 
stronely deprecate any attempt to make any capital out of 
cither a man’s religion or his political outlook before the 
war.

THE PALESTINE REGIMENT 


M.P.s Press for News of 
Progress 


[By our Lobby Correspondent] 


A suggestion that the Palestine Administration 
were not doing everything they should for the equip- 
ping of the Palestine Regiment crept into questions 
in the House of Commons on Tuesday and was not 
repudiated by the Minister. 

Notice had been given of questions to the 
Secretary of State for War by three members. Col. 
Victor Cazacer (Con., Chippenham) asked how far 
the amalgamation of the twelve Jewish companies 
of the Buffs had progressed and what arrangements 
had been made for their training and equipment. 
Mr. Ben Ritrey (Lab., Dewsbury) asked whether 
instructions had now been given for the training and 
equipment of the Palestine Regiment as a first-line 
fighting force. Mr. S.S. Hammerstey (Con., East 
Willesden) asked what steps the Secretary of State 
had taken to implement his undertaking to set up 
effective Palestinian Regiments: whether this force 
was to be fully trained and equipped; and what 
progress had been made. 

Sir James Griaa, replying to all three, said: The 
formation of the Palestine Regiment is now in 


progress. It is being trained and equipped, bus 


availability and operauional needs must govern the 


rate of the issue of equipment, 

Col. Cazalet asked how many recruits had heen: 
enlisted. Sir James Grigg said he could not give 
the number without notice but he thought it was not 
as great as Col. Cazalet expected. 

Mr. Hammersicy asked if he was quite satisfied 
that the undertaking he gave to the House that these 
troops would be adequately equipped to protect 
themselves was not being frustrated by admnistra 
tive action. (Cheers.) 

Sir James Grigg said he was not prepared to give 
an absolutely categorical answer to that. He was 
in communication with the Middle East on the 
matter. 

Ma. R. R. Sroxes (Lab., Ipswich) asked if they 
would be for service outside as well as inside 
Palestine. 

Sir James Grigg said he had nothing to add at 
the present stage to what he said previously 

Compr. Otrver Locker Lampson (Con., Hands 
worth) asked whether he would authorise a badge 
and a distinctive name for the Jewish Unit in 
Palestine. 

Sir James, in reply, referred to the answer he had 
given to Mr. Mander on September 8 in which he 
said that a cap badge would be assigned to the 
Palestine Regiment, that the Commander-in-C hief 
Middle East had been asked to submit a design, 
and that it was not the practice in the Army to 
issue badges to individual battalions. ‘Sir James 
said that as regards the designation he was at present 
awaiting the recommendation [rom the Commander- 
in-Chief Middle East.

Is Genesis to Blame ? 


N ihe beginning...” The opening chapters 
of the Bible which we read this Sabbath have 
been and are still the object of more challenges 
and criticism than any other section of Holy 
Writ. io the first place the Biblical story of the 
creation an obviously easy of Statements 
to contrast with the so-called scientific facts of 
world history. Especially easy is it for superticial 
and clementary argument, Every youngster finding 
his fect amongst the new and pleasantly simple ficid 
of clementary scientific infopmation, so attractive by 
reason of its plain, unsubtle factuality, its easy 
assurance and convenicnt mnemonic arrangement, 
feels the same desire to slash an casy victory over 
the Genesis cosmogony as he would to knock off 
the heads of some outstanding wild flowers in the 
hedgciow. Moreover, as the majority of mankind 
grows mentally little further than adolescence, the 
temptation for those who do exceed this development 
to caplou ther brethren’s mmaturity in this respect 
is great and greatly yielded to. 
No wonder, then, that religious teachers have, 
from laziness or despair, shirked the easy arguments 
of the unbeclicver, who cventually sweeps aside the 


whole of Judarsm—as he persuades himself—by 
the simpic process of first denying Genesis “ on 
scicatiixc: grounds.”’: Now this common process, 


rather absurd though it appears in the eyes of the 
religious!y enlightened, is of great seriousness since 
m fact 1 does point to a failure of Gencsis—a 
failure to continue to do what the story of the 
Creation did for many hundreds of years, to convey 
mighty and cternal truths to ordinary men. And it 
is important for us to realise that those mighty

Unwilling to appear “ unscientific,’ whereas the 
lessing of God, the blessing of a religious lite, 
descended, unexpectedly as so often, upon the 
Torah-true Jew, just because he was true to Torah 
and thus received the greater, higher truth which 
's assimilated brethren had shamefacedly rejected. 
For as the beginning of wisdom is the fear of the 
ord, so the beginning of the understanding of the 
truth is an attitude of mind towards the universe. 
an attitude which realises by what Alexander called 
irect experience ™ that God created the Heaven 
and the earth, that God created the firmament and 
the stars, and the fullness of this world, that He 
Created man after His likeness, and that * God saw 
€very thing that He had made, and, behold, it was 
very vood.” 
Until our religious guides and teachers can show 
these truths to those in their care, until they can 
Cultivate in them this true. attitude of mind, no 
longer apologising for eternity to the fashions 
the hour, those charges will continue to grow 
religiously ignorant, a garden of dangerous weeds, 
Vineyard of wild grapes inviting the anger of God.

AMERICAN ZIONISTS’ 
** PLATFORM ” 


Commonwealth and Free 
Immigration 


The creation of a Jewish Commonwealth in 
Palestine after the war and free Jewish immigration 
into the country under the control of the Jewish 
authorities are the main demands of American 


Zionists, according to a statement issued in 
Washington by the Executive of the Zionist 
Organisation of America, reports the Jewish 


Iclegraphic Agency. 

The statement reaffirms the resolution passed by 
the extraordinary Zionist Conference organised by 
the American Emergency Committee for Zionist 
Affairs in New York last May, which contained 
these two demands as the main plank of American 
Zionist policy, and emphatically rejects the plan 
for a bi-national State in Palestine as propagated by 
Dr. J. L. Magnes, President of the Hebrew Univer- 
Sity in Jerusalem 

The views of Dr. Magnes are characterised in the 
Statement as being “ wholly at variance with the 
American Zionist position,” and a warning ts given 
against “ unauthorised political negotiations con 
ducted by Dr. Magnes and his associates.” 

The gist of the resolution passed by the cxtra- 
ordinary conference has been cabled by the Execu- 
tive of the Zionist Organtsation of America to the 
Jewish Avency. In the cable the Executive declares 
that no plan which does not ensure the objectives of 
the resolution of May 9 would be acceptable to 
American Zionsts. 


REPUDIATING DR. MAGNES 


A cable stating that the political activities in con- 
nection with the new organssation, Ichud. are being 
carried on by Dr. Judah L. Maenes, President of 
the Hebrew University. in a purely personal capacity 
ind that the University as such is m no way involved 
in these activities, has been reecived by the South 
Afrecan Zionist Federation m Johannesburg from 
Mr. Moshe Shertok, head of the Political Depart- 
ment of the Jewish Agency.

Orthodox Union Launches Appeal 


A meetine of the Exccutive Committee of the 
I'nion of Orthodox Hebrew Congregations, with 
Mr. J. 8S.

BEGINNINGS OF SELF-FINANCE 
Setting Free National Capital 


The fact that agricultural settlements on Keren 
Kayemet land are becoming increasingly consoli- 
dated and independent of national funds for their 
expansion is described in the bulletin issued by the 
Economic Research Institute of the Jewish Agency 
in Jerusalem as a most important development. 


It is pointed out that the financial burden of 


developing individual settlements was originally 
carried entirely by national institutions, as most of 
the settlers were without any appreciable financial 
means of thei own. Now, however, financial 
investments by national funds in settlements on 
national land are showing a continuous relative 
decline. To-day the capital owned by the agri- 
cultural settlements themselves is estimated at about 
17 to 20 per cent of the total investments, excluding 
the cost of the land. A considerable part of this 
capital is derived from savings. The settlements 
have thus established their financial trustworthiness, 
which enables them to obtain large sums for further 
investment trom banks and financing companies. 

“ The agricultural settlements,” the report con- 
cludes, “are becoming in increasing measure an 
acceptable basis for private financing and are no 
longer dependent exclusively on the national funds, 
which can now devote a greater part of their means 
to new colonisation.” 


POST-WAR PROSPECTS FOR 
CITRUS GROVES 


fter the war, citrus groves in Palestine will need 
at least three years’ intensive development and 
ircatment before they can be restored to the pré-wat 
Mandard, according to experts here (writes ou 
Jerusalem correspondent) 

Most major development work has had to be 
suspended owing to war-time § difficulties, more 
especially because of finances. Post-winter irriga- 
thon has had to be larecly discontinued, the use of 
fertilisers has been suspended, and pruning of dead 
branches has been 

There are groves here and there which are in good 
condition, as ther owners have been able to afford 
their proper maintenance as in normal, peace-time 
vears. But there ts a much larecr area of citrus 
plantations which wall require special rchabilitation 
measures when the trme comes 

Many planters are growime veeetables around the 
trees, and this has proved of benef by providing 
a cettam amount of fcrtlisation 


Phe Palestine Arab Labour Association has estab- 
lushed headquaricrs im the Old City and will seck 
lv mmprove the cconomic, cultural, and health con- 
ditions of Arab labourers who do not belong to any 
political party or trade union. The Arab Students 
Association has. promised to co-operate. 


SELF-SUFFICIENCY IN 
BREAD 


Avoiding Wheat Imports 


By increasing the milling ratio of wheat to 90 
per cent and mixing 0 per cent baricy flour with the 
wheat flour the Palestine Government hopes to 
maintain bread consumption at the present level 
without using any shipping for the importation of 
wheat and rye, says the Serdantim correspondent 
of the Economist. 

Despite an increase of 30 per cent in the acreage 
sown to wheat this year, the correspondent states 
that mediocre weather conditions have held the crop 
to an estimated 110.000 tons as against 89,000 tons 
in 1939 and the record harvest of 136,000 tons im 
1940. But by increasing the overland mports from 
Transjordan to $5,000 tons and utilising 35,000 tons 
of the good harvest of baricy, the bread grain con- 
sumption can be kept at 200,000 tons a year without 
importing 89,000 tons of wheat from overseas as 
last year, 

ii the cereals problem can be overcome, the supply 
of other foods is not expected to cause much difh- 
culty. The potato crop has doubled and vegetables 
increased by 45 per cent over 1939. Vegetables are 
still in short supply, but by more intensive cultiva- 
tion it is hoped to increase the output still more, 
Meat will come largely from Turkey over the new 
Haifa-Tripoli railway, sugar will come from Egypt, 
and cotton-seed from Egypt will replace groundauts 
and copra. 


MINIMUM WAGES COMMITTEE 


The Palestine Government, reports Palcor, has 
appomted a Committee to determine the minimum 
wages of skilled and unskilled workers, and also to 
calculate the scale of the cost-of-living allowances. 
The Commitice, under the chairmanship of Chief 
Justice Gordon Smith, will advise upon the 
necessary. lcerslation m order to enact ils recofr 
mendations. 


WAR FACTORIES 


reports that several Jewish factories tn 
Palestine ate now engaged on the production of 
materials essential for the war eflort Some 
factorres are working exclusively for the Forces, 
producing bombs and mines, while another ms now 
serving as a workshop for the repair of tanks and 
mbher military machines 


AMBULANCES FOR’ RUSSIA 


The first ambulance bought out of funds collected 
in Palestine for aid to Russia will be sent to Soviet 
Russia in the near future, it has been announced ia 
Jerusalem Ihe ambulance costs £1,500 and is 
equipped for 16 people. Five more ambulances will 
be sent to Russia after the complction of the cam- 
pagn conducted by the Palestine Victory League,

of Jewish industry to the war effort~praised “ those 
English political leaders, headed by Lord Balfour, 
who, in striving to establish the Jewish National 
Home in Palestine, had the vision to see that a 
Jewish home would in times like the present become 
a bastion of the British Empire.” 

In outlining the remarkable development of Jewish 
industry, Dr. Shmorak called attention to the acute 
shortage of workers, which had _ resulted in the 
closing down of many plants established with much 
effort and sacrifice. He urged the Palestine Govern- 
ment to allow immediately the immigration of scores 
of thousands of Jewish refugees from Poland suited 
to industrial employment instead of importing non- 
Jewish labour from the Sudan and other places. 

In conclusion, he expressed the hope that the Peace 
Conference would assist the reconstruction of 
Palestine. 

Mr. Moshe Shertok, head of the Political Depart- 
ment of the Jewish Agency, in a lengthy review of 
the political situation, declared that if Great Britain 
and the Allies now had a loyal and secure outpost 
in that part of the world, it was due solely to Jewish 
and Zionist immigration. “ Our war effort,” he 
said, ** 16 our first duty to our nation and to ourselves. 
Upon the fulfilment of this duty depends also our 
political future, and we must exert all our efforts 
to bring about the close co-operation we need of 
the military and political quarters responsible for 
Palestine and the Middle East. 

“It must be regretted,” he went on, “that the White 
Paper has destroyed the accord and trust between 
ourselves and England, for which no other accord 
had yet been substituted like the agreements con- 
cluded in regard to the future between England and 
all her Allies.’ He noted with regret that because of 
considerations connected with the White Paper 
policy, the Palestine Government had taken a line 
derogatory to the Jewish Agency—the representa- 
tive of the Jewish people and the Yishuyv, with the 
assistance of which most of the establishments 
which at present harnessed the war efforts were 
founded-—-instead of strengthening the Jewish 
Agency for the benefit of that effort. 


Government's Dual Policy 


The Palestine Government, he continued, was 
pursuing a dual policy born on the one hand out 
of the need to use Jewish industry and military 
forces in the prosccution of the war and, on the 
other hand, out of the fear that this very industry 
and military strength might be an obstacle to the 
success Of certain other plans of the Government. 
Nevertheless, there was another aspect to the 
political problem, and that seemed to point to the 
possibility that as a reward for Jewish effort the 
British Government would revert to the policy it 
pursucd immediately after the last war. 

Mr. Shertok then referred to what he called the 
* peacemakers (apparently having in’ mind the 
Ichud). “* We are not striving to rule or dominate 
anybody,” he said, “* Our ideal is not eternal strife 
with our neizhbours. We do not want to live sword 
m hand. We desire only to exert the human right 
to live our national lile as free human beings. We 
are not oblivious of opposition and obstacles. Hf 
we reach our objective, then it will be feasible to 
attain the co-operation of the Arabs in Palestine and 
m the neighbouring lands. We desire peace and 
co-operation with the Arabs. but cannot subordinate 
our existence in Palestine to any condition for such 
co-operation. Such a_ thing as Jewish-Arab 
rapprochement is already in existence. The Jewish 
Agency has done and is continuing to do much to 
promote sincere friendly relations between Jews and 


Arabs, but only the creative forces in this country 
will decide the issue.” The decisive problem 
remained immigration. 

He concluded with a fervent appeal for unity, 
because, he said, no greater danger confronted the 
national cause than an internal split in the forces 
of Zionism, 

The Congress adopted a manifesto addressed to 
all Jews in the Diaspora, conveying words of 
encouragement and the blessings of the Holy Land 
to the millions of suffering and distressed Jews under 
the Axis yoke and promising that the Jews in Pales- 
tine would “ guard with all their might the sacred 
heritage entrusted to them.” 

This rally opens the 5703 Hayesod 
campaign.

AXIS BLANDISHMENTS FOR ARABS 


Secret Radio Stations in Yemen 


Axis propaganda to the Arab world is being 
disseminated from the Arab soil of Yemen, on the 
Arabian Peninsula, it was reported recently by the 
Cairo correspondent of the New York HERALD 
Pripune, who cabled to New York that “ German 
and Italian Fascist agents and propagandists have 
established a base there.

A string orchestra plaved the accompaniment 
to the Kippur Minhag, and the minister, Major the 
Rev. Liebert, gave the sermon, thrdwing in a couple 
ol wisecracks for good measure.

M. HERRIOT’S ARREST 
France Fights Repression 


M. Herriot’s arrest last week, after his open 
defiance of the pro-Nazis, marks a new stage in 
Vichy’s war against patriotic Frenchmen, and brings 
to a head the public anger against the slavishness 
of the Government as shown in its labour conscrip- 
tion plans and its deportation of the Jows. 

Lyons, the city of which M. Herriot was Mayor, 
has been a storm centre of resistance to Nazi policy. 
Recently, the city’s military governor was dismissed 
because he refused to allow his troops to round up 
the Jews. Cardinal. Gerlier, the Archbishop ol 
Lyons. has been one of the outstanding leaders of the 
fight against anti-Semitism. Lyons citizens have 


played a notable part in protecting the hunted Jews. 


Laval, who is believed to have made plans to 
deprive of their French citizenship all Jews 
naturalised since 1920, has now begun a purge ol 
State and municipal officials, who are alleged to 
have supported M. Herriot and the Jews. 

The French authorities are now searching monas- 
teries in which Jews have taken refuge, says a Zurich 
report. Frequent police raids are still made in 
trains and in streets. 

Even though sentences and heavy penalties are 
now being passed on French people who hide 
Jews. the bond of sympathy and solidarity between 
Frenchmen and Jews remains remarkably strong, 
says the TRIBUNE DE GENEVE. 


Protestants Join Catholics 


A statement endorsing the recent protest of the 
French Protestant leader, Pastor Marc Boegner, 
against the deportations has been issued by the 
National Council of the French Reformed Church. 
¥Mhe Council has ordered that the statement be read 
from the pulpit in all Protestant churches in France. 
* We cannot remain silent.” says the statement, ~ in 
face of the suffering of thousands of human beings 
who have received asylum on our soil, The 
Christian Church would have lost its soul and reason 
for existence if it did not maintain divine law above 
human contingencies. 


Ihe Nazi-controlled Paris Som has violently 
attacked Cardinal Gerlier for interfering with 
the Government action against the Jews. “ Who- 


ever supports the Jews in France,’ the paper writes,

GOEBBELS ATTACKS THE POPE 
Pro-Jewish Interference 


Under the direction of Goebbels, the Nazi Party 
Department for Public Enlightenment has issued a 
special pamphiet condemning the recent interven- 
tion of the Vatican against the persecution ot Jews 
in Nazi-occupied countries. The pamphlet is being 
translated into many languages; and = altogethe 
about 10,000,000 copies will be distributed [ree in 
Europe and Latin America. 

The pamphlet says that Since the 12th century 
18 Popes identified themselves with the anti-Jewish 
policy now pursued by Nazi Germany, and that only 
the present Pope found it necessary to make inter- 
ventions on behalf of Jews. Finally, the pamphiet 
alleges that the action of the present “ pro Jewish ” 
Pope has produced a fecling of lack of contidence 
im him in the Catholic world 

Ihe extreme Nazi organsan Germany have. been 
expressing great dissatisfaction at concessions made 
to the Vatican during the past two months which 
have enabled about 300 Jews to leave Nazi-occupied 
countries, including the ghettoes of Poland, and go 
to Spain and Portugal. The Vatican appears to have 


obtained Spanish and Portuguese visas for these Jews. 


The Nazi extremists denounce the “ leniency ” of 
their own authorities and say that such acts only 
afford Jewish emigrants an opportunity to flood the 
world with * atrocity stories.” 

Ihe Christian world can, of course, formulate its 
own judgment on the efforts of Goebbels aud his 
associates to discredit the Pope, but the pamphlet 
certainly betrays the fact that the Nazis feel that 
they cannot afford to ignore the influential action 
of the Vatican against their anti-Jewish. barbarism. 

The Swedish press reports that Mr. Myron Taylor. 
during his recent visit to the Pope, discussed the 
“ racial question *; and that “the Vatican ex- 
pressed a desire to reach a satisfactory conclusion, 
in the first place with regard to the many homeless 
Jewish refugees.” 


GROSS INDISCIPLINE ? 


The pro-Nazi Garopisra, of Bratislava, complains 
that the Jew, Simon Gross, of Ruzomberok, obtained 
a legitimation which enabled him to resume work 
in his former enterprise, formerly called Bunzl and 
Biach, but now known as Suroviny. Gross gave a 
party to all employees, at which ene employee, in 
a speech, thanked God for restoring Gross to his 
former rights in the factory, whereupon all the 
employees sang a song in Gross’s honour. “ Next 
day, instead of working, the employees attended a 
church thanksgiving service for Gross’s return.” 


NAZI SPORT

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REFUGEES CROSS ALPS AND 
PYRENEES 


"Switzerland Still Bars the Door 


The Swiss authorities have announced 
refugees from France will in future be admitted 
only in cxceptional cases. A number of Jewish 
refugees who entered Switzerland secretly in S¢ 
tember have been detained for deportation to thee 
countries of origin. 

In the meantime, Jewish refugees continue to 
arrive at the frontier, risking even dangerous routes 
across the Alps. Twelve Jews were last week dis- 
covered 11,000 ft. up on Mont Blanc. A party of 15 
including women and children, reached Martigny jn 
an exhausted condition. Two of them diced and 
two others were frostbitten, 

A number of refugees also tried to cross the 
Pyrenees into Spain in order to escape deportation 
to Germany, but they were detained by the French 
authorities and sent to a concentration camp, A 
few Polish Jews who managed to cross the frontier 
have been interned by the Spanish authorities, The 
Polish Government is trying to obtain their release. 
The Polish Government has also undertaken the 
necessary steps to ensure financial assistance reach. 
ing Polish Jewish citizens from France who sue. 
ceeded im tinding asylum in Switzerland before the 
Swiss Government's immigration restrictions came 
into effect. 

Many voices continue to be raised in Switzerland 
in favour of a more generous attitude towards the 
refugees. The Organisation of Protestant Pastors 
in Switzerland has adopted a resolution declaring 
anti-Semitism to be contrary to the principles of 
Christianity. 

The pro-Nazi Governments of . Hungary 
Rumania have instructed their Consulates in France 
not to intervenc on behalf of Hungarian and 
Rumanian Jews, and even baptised Jews, who are 
being deported 

In Hungary, the action of the Government was 
met with resentment by Church and Liberal circles, 
but the Government has ignored their protests, 

The United Jewish Refugee Commititce of Mon- 
treal states that uw is now negotiating with the 
Canadian authorities to bring to Canada a number 
of Jewish refugee children whose parents have 
been deported from France to Nazi-held territory.

DANISH JEWS HONOUR 
THEIR KING 


A Golden Ghetto Star 


King Christian of Denmark gave a most cordial 
reception to a delegation of the Jewish community 
of Copenhagen on the occasion of his recent 72nd 
birthday. The delegation handed the King a 
golden Star of David with an inscription reading: 
“ King Christian. On the occasion of His Majesty's 
72nd birthday,”’ and transmitted to him the good 
wishes of his Jewish subjects. The King thanked 
the delegation for their loyal greetings. 

Special services were held in the Synagogues in 
honour of the King’s birthday and were attended 
by municipal representatives and many other non- 
Jewish notables. 

Recently, THe JewisH CHRONICLE recounted the 
part said to have been played by King Christian 
when the Danish Government rejected the German 
demand for the introduction of Jew-laws. The 
King, when he learned that anti-Jewish measures 
were threatened, is stated to have said: “ There is 
no Jewish question in this country. There is only 
my people.” 

When the King was told that the Germans were 

oing to press for the introduction of the yellow 
Sedos for Jews, he is Said to have declared: “* When 
this happens I shall wear the Yellow Star on my 
uniform in public, and I shall order the entire Royal 
household to follow my example.”’ 


CHILD HOSTAGES IN HOLLAND 


One thousand Dutch children, aged between six 
and ten, mostly belonging to Jewish families, have 
been taken as hostages by the Gestapo, reports the 
Daity Express. The reason given is the wave of 
sabotage now moving over Holland. 

Seyss-Inquart, the Nazi Commissioner in the 
Netherlands, has sent four Dutch Christians to a 
concentration camp for helping Jews to escape 
deportation. The Deurscne IN DEN 
NIEDERLANDEN published these sentences promin- 
ently, with the comment that such firm action ought 
to sober up other “ sentimental Aryans.” 

Many prominent Dutch business houses and 
industrial undertakings have been forced to send 
notices to their customers that Jews are no longer 
employed. <A typical notice sent out by the firm 
T. H. Haagen, of Rotterdam, reads: ** We regret to 
announce that Levi Wolf, through circumstances 
outside both our and his contro], will no longer be 
with us after Friday next.” 

George Kettman, editor-in-chicf of the most 
violent anti-Semitic paper in Holland, De Misr- 
HouRN, and three leading members of the editorial 
staff have been dismissed from their posts and 
expelled from the Dutch Nazi Party on orders of 
the “ Leader,’ Mussert. They were charged with 
agitation against National Socialism. The dismissals 
do not mean ary abatement of the anti-Semitic 
campaign, but are said to reflect the rapidly 
sharpening leadership crisis between the quislings, 
oe and Rost van Tonningen, over the future of

TWILIGHT OF POLISH 
JEWRY 


Half of Them Have “Disappeared” 


_ A Swedish merchant, a non-Jew, who returned to 
Stockholm on August 28 after a visit to Poland, has 
described at lengih the desperate position of the 
Polish Jews. He yisited Warsaw, Lodz, Cracow, 
and Lwow, but was not allowed to enter the Jewish 
ghettoes. However, he had many opportunities to 
discuss the Jewish problem with Nazi officials and 
with Poles, and also to observe the life of the ghetto 
Jews from outside. 

From the Nazi officials he obtained the impression 
that they were determined to liquidate the ghettoes 
and the entire Jewish life in Poland. The ghettoes, 
it seems, have already ceased to serve the purpose 
of the Nazis in the formation of forced labour gangs 
for Hitler's war machine. They now find that this 
reservoir of slave labour is rapidly nearing an end 
owing to the physical exhaustion of the Jews. 
Numbers of them are in such a state that they con- 
sider execution by the Nazis as an end to their 
sufferings. The ghettoes are cesspools of poverty 
and disease, and the Jews look like walking 
skeletons. Since many of them can no longer 
work the Nazis are continually sending large batches 
- them to occupied territory in Russia to perish 
there. 

In the Swedish observer's opinion, 50 per cent 
of pre-war Polish Jewry have already. “ dis- 
appeared,” and the position of the remainder is 
hopeless. In the meantime, the Nazis were doing 
their utmost to foster anti-Semitism among the 
Poles and the Ukrainians, and to keep them in 
ignorance about the miseries suffered by the ghetto 
Jews. In the recent pogrom in the Lwow ghetto, he 
said, the Nazis employed Ukrainian and Polish 
quislings and hooligans to attack the Jews. As a 
reward the rioters received cigarettes and other gifts. 


DEATH-ROLL 


The figures published recently by the Inter-Allied 
Information Committee, giving a total of 217,373 
persons executed by the Nazis in occupied Europe, 
are already well out of date. Reports of new execu- 
tions, both of Jews and non-Jews, are still piling up. 

From Prague come details of the execution of 
three more Jews: Tibor Justh, aged 27 (for 
“treason “): Arnost Freund, aged 42 (for “ sabo- 
tage ""): and Joseph Schor, aged SO (also for 
* sabotage 

A Jew named Hirsch Komissar is among the 
latest victims of the Nazi executioner, Terboven, in 
Norway. He was murdered following alleged 
sabotage in Trondheim. 


SOVIET JEWS’ SOLIDARITY 
New Links with World Jewry 


Russian Jewry. which since the establishment of 
the Sovict regime has been practically cut off from 
the Jewrics of other countries, is becoming increas- 
ingly aware of the link connecting it with Jews all 
over the world 

A formal request to Jewish organisations abroad 
to renew their contact with Russian Jewry has been 
made by Mr. Samuel Chobrutsky, President of the 
Moscow Jewish Community now evacuated to Tash- 
kent. Owing to the recently increased scope of its 
activities, the community has moved its offices to 
larger quarters at Potchtovaya 26, Tashkent. 

Expressing Rusv#an Jewry’s feeling of solidarity 
with all Jews suffering in countries overrun by the 
Nazis. David Bergelson, the well-known Soviet 
Jewish writer, has put forward the proposal that Jews 
in Russia should wear the Magen David ghetto badge 
*to spite the Fascists.” 

Citing the population in France, Belgium, and 
Holland as examples, the article says that non-Jews 
who donned the Star of David in sympathy with the 
Jews thereby displayed their contempt for the Nazi 
Jew-laws in the most conspicuous way. “ Not all 
Jews ever considered it their duty to wear the ancient 
Jewish emblem.” Bergelson declares, “ but now 
when the Nazis consider the Magen David a brand of 
shame. Jews who never thought of wearing this 
insignia are demonstratively wearing it with pride.” 


“AMERICAN BUND IS FIFTH 
COLUMN” 


U.S. Attorney-General’s Charge 


The anti-Jewish German-American Bund was 
officially described last week by the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Justice as “ the official spearhead of the 
Nazi fifth column in America.” 

The Department has started a nation-wide drive 
to revoke the citizenship of all naturalised persons 
active in the organisation, to classify them as 
‘enemy aliens,” and to have them interned. 

Announcing this action, the Attorney-General, 
Mr. Biddle, referred to “ this source of danger to 
our national = security. Although the Bund 
announced its voluntary dissolution shortly after 
Pearl Harbour,” he said, “ its spirit and functions 
continue up to the present day behind the innocent 
mask of cultural societies and singing and athletic 
clubs.” 

Jewish Internees in Nazi Camps 


The fact that there are 5O Jews among interned 
enemy aliens was revealed recently when com- 
plaints were lodged with the authorities in Wash- 
ington against keeping the Jews together with the 
Nazis. Most of the Jews were sent to internment 
camps in the U.S.A. from Latin American countries 
when the latter entered the war. The exact nature 
of the charges against them is not known, The 
internment of Jews with Nazis has resulted in dis- 
turbances, and frequent fights have been reported 
from Camp Landing and Fort Lincoln. The im- 
pertinence of the Nazis in trying to maltreat the 
Jewish internees, who are only a very small minority 
in the camps, has caused great indignation, and 
the Government is reported to be favourably con- 
sidering requests for the separation of the Jews and 
the reconsideration of their cases. 
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IF WE ARE NOT FOR 
OURSELVES... 


THE proceedings at what has self-consciously been named 
“a little Zionist Congress,” recently held in Tel-Aviv, follow- 
ing upon the inception of the .Ichud movement and the 
widespread uneasiness to which it has given rise, stress 
the necessity for a fresh, frank, and objective considera- 
tion of the political position into which the Zionist move- 
ment has wandered, or been jockeyed by the vatious events 
and political forces of recent months. 

One of the speakers at the “ Congress * was Mr. Moshe 
Shertok, head of the Political Department of the Jewish 
Agency. Erom this authoritative source we get the some- 
what platitudinous statement that “ our war effort is our 
first duty to our nation and to ourselves. Upon-the fulfil- 
ment of this duty depends also our political future.” The 
first part of this declaration, one would have thought, 
needs no stressing. Jews have all along recognised 
its grim truth, and the war record of the Yishuv itself is 
unchallengeable proof that they have translated recognition 
into deeds. When the speaker goes on to assert that upon 
the fulfilment of this duty depends also “ our political 
future ” his meaning is almost equally plain. It is that 
if the Jews of Palestine put their best foot forward to help 
the winning of the war, gratitude would dictate the due 
reward. There ts a naive credulity about this confident 
belief that must provoke surprise, if not dismay, among 
persons experienced in politics who know that in the 
political world there is no such thing as gratitude. Nor 
has there been any support for Mr. Shertok’s easy 
optumism from responsible official quarters. Promises in 
plenty, uttered moreover in terms that put their sincerity 
beyond question, of restoration for our dispossessed Allies, 
have come from authoritative sources. Mr. Wendell 
Willkie, in the course of his present tour, has told Arab 
audiences that the Near Eastern peoples had better hurry 
to climb on the Allies’ band-wagon, if they wanted to 
profit by the post-war settlement. And it is said that the 
Arab audiences have taken the “ warning” to heart. But 
not even a back seat on that peculiar conveyance has been 
oflered to the Jews. No doubt this arose from the realisa- 
tion that the Jews just had to hang on to that vehicle if 
they were to suryive at all—a line of thought for which 
“ chivalrous ” would hardly be a correct or fitting descrip- 
Sull, Mr. Willkie had some warrant for his promise. 
It is not so long since the British Foreign Secretary was 
holding: out at least the possibility of an Arab Federation, 
without even waiting for the post-war settlement. But 
amongst all the assertions of wrongs to be rjghted in the 
new world of Allied workmanship, not a word has been 
breathed of the Jewish national revival, of Jewish national 
hopes—only an occasional hasty, pitying pat for the Galut 
Jew promising that he will be assured after the war at any 
rate of the “right to schnorr in Poland.” Lest negative intima- 
tion should not be clear enough we have seen the appoint- 
ment as Assistant Minister of State in the Middle East of 
a gentleman (Lord Moyne) who, in between that appoint- 
ment and his ceasing to be Colonial Secretary, suggested 
in Parliament that the Jews could go to Madagascar—an 
extremely mischievous idea that fluttered the dovecotes of 
French politicians, who began to wonder whether this 
French territory was France's to give away, or the posses- 
sion of the British Colonial Office. His Lordship’s flight 
of fancy was not even original. It took birth in the Nazi 
brain years ago. 

Meanwhile there have been quite a few small things 
the authorities at home could have done for the Jews, if 
only to lend something more than casuistic significance to 
assurances that H.M. Government still adheres to the policy 
of the Mandate. They could have torn up the infamous 
White Paper which almost ended Jewish immigration into 
Palestine and converted the Yishuv into a Pale of settle- 
ment. They could have made impossible the ghastly 
drownings of Jews who tried to reach the National Home. 
But that infamous White Paper still operates. Dr. Emil 
Shmorak, speaking at the gathering in Tel-Aviv, appealed 
to the Palestine Government to allow immediately the 
immigration of scores of thousands of Jewish refugees 
from Poland suited to industrial employment, instead of 
importing non-Jewish labour from the Sudan and other 
places. Quite a reasonable plea, for surely a Jew has as 
much right in his much-promised land as a Sudanese, and 
can hardly prove less useful. Apparently, however, 
responsible authorities are still quite convinced that it 
should be easier for a Jew to pass through the eye of 
a needle than to enter into his National Home, which at the 
same time is quite wide open to any other kind of person. 

The Government stands bemused before the Arab 
“ danger” and endeavours with all’ its might to avert it 
by the time-dishonouréd plan of appeasement. That policy, 
of course, did not prevent the rising in Iraq or make a 
faithful friend of the Mufti or in general arouse anything 
but derision in Arab circles. Never to this day have those 
who conceived it understood the crucial fact that the Arab 
has a human passion for being on the winning side. If 


the Allies lose, he will have no compunction in stabbing 
them in the back; if they win he would as likely be ready, 
if required, to eat out of their hand. Assuredly when the 
prospect of “ profit” is dangled before him he would be 
even less than human if he did not recall that profit was 
also held out to Jews inthe Balfour Declaration, only for 
it to be gradually withdrawn under the pressure, very 
largely, of a species of Axis blackmail. The louder the 
Axis broadcast to the Arabs, and the more Mussolini 
postured and attitudinised as the Protector of Islam, the 
more our appeasers lost courage, and, of course, the more 
were the Jews shouldered into the background; for 
Zionism had its Munich over a decade before the war. — 
Such, then, appears to be the deplorable deterioration 
of the Zionist political position, such the stage of inanition 
to which the movement's political progress has ingloriously 
sunk to-day. Blame in plenty is to be laid on the process 
touched upon above, but it would be unhelpful and 
ludicrous not to admit that some share of responsibility 
for the present pitiable state rests on Zionist leaders 
themselves. First and foremost among their mistaken 
methods has been their failure to proclaim simply and 
unequivocally a consistent and definite policy. Instead 
they have given to the world, including their own followers, 
a succession of shifts and changes, until they can scarcely 
be surprised if the masses, both Jewish and non-Jewish, 
and the British Government, are left in a misty cloudland, 
while the leaders themselves lose face in official circles. 
The hour is over-past for an end, once for all, of this 
shuffling instability, and the call is imperative and clear. 
Upon the Zionist leaders the duty ts laid, not timorously 
or truculently but frankly, to declare precisely and simply 
what the aim of the Zionist movement is and to stick to that 
aim. unadulterated and without trimming, for decades and 


not for months. In no other way can they rally their 
bewildered followers and establish that great popular 


backing which will demonstrate that the movement ts no 
negligible thing to be huddled out of sight and forgotten. 
Every Jew and every interested non-Jew must Know in 
simple ‘terms the Zionist demands ‘from which there will 
be no budging. The demand for a return to the policy of 
the Balfour Declaration, the demand for its implementation 
in the spirit-and the letter must be simplified into modern 
concrete terms. There must be a reversal of the whole 
wretched ‘whittling-down process that has made waste- 
paper of tt in recent years, and to do this the Zionist mind 
itself must refuse to tolerate any whittling down tn its own 
thoughts. Trimming and turning may temporarily wina few 
rich Americans or ratse a friendly smile from a Minister 
or Statesman: paltering with this Ichud business-may impress 
the timorous as wisdom. In the long run the cost of such 
vacillation is prohibitive. Zionist leaders must: firmly 
demand, and keep on demanding whatever politicians say, 
that Palestine and the Jewish national revival must, at the 
Peace Conference, be removed from the complex of Middle 
East politics and treated as what tt really is, a vital factor 
in the European settlement. On all grounds this is both 
right and necessary, for without an abatement of the Jewish 
agony Europe could look forward to no real peace. and 
no such abatement, immediate or distant, would be possible 
without regard to the Palestine solution. 

To fight thus for the Zionist cause in no possible sense 
can be described as a plan to nag or obstrutt the 
British Government deeply immersed in the common 
vital task. Quite the contrary! The honouring of a 
solemn covenant would raise its prestige even higher in 
many neutral and allied minds, and draw tighter the bonds 
of sympathy between the Allied Nations. It would prove 
to doubters that Allied professions in the Atlantic Charter 
were sincere and that their fulfilment could be relied upon. 
Even the recalcitrant Arab, who in his heart of hearts 
respects if he does not love a resolute policy resolutely 
pursued, would become amenable to the unalterable, and 
susceptible to reason pursued with justice and fair play. 
One thing maybe postulated with certainty. Unless the 
Zionist leaders pull themselves together and steer the 
straight, clear, manly course, there can only be more aimless 
drift, impotent zigzagging from futility to futility, and the 
Stark danger of a post-war settlement in which the Jews, 
perhaps alone, will have lost the peace, and, with it, their 
destiny and all hope of a future. 


THAT BIG UNITED SYNAGOGUE 


SPEAKING on the occasion of his 70th birthday celebration, 
the Chief Rabbi referred to the proposal for a United Syna- 
gogue for.Great Britain and expressed the view that the pro- 
ject called for “careful examination and open discussion.” 
In this he laid his finger on what seems to be becoming a 
growing need. It is now some 18 months since the project 
in question—an old one—was revived. It was warmly wel- 
comed as a potentially valuable step in the drastic communal 
reconstruction that must come after the war. Consultations 
on the subject have taken place in several provincial centres. 
But whether the plans and schemes that are emerging or being 
developed provide for the requisites postulated by Dr. Hertz one 
is left to doubt. In point of fact, before careful examination 
and open discussion can be possible there must be a clear 
basis for the purpose. But we miss this from the generalised 
and tentative information furnished to date. After all, it is not 
a matter for consideration by a few Synagogue committees, 
but one which must, if it is to have any meaning at all, attract 
the keen interest of congregants, and indeed of the masses 
still concerned with Jewish spiritual welfare, and without whose 
enthusiastic co-operation nothing of any value can be hoped for. 
It might, indeed, be made the starting point of a Jewish spiritual 
revival in this country. But it is the plain truth that only very 
few of our coreligionists appear to be interested in the scheme. 
Even if they heard about it at its launching, many of them have 
probably forgotten about it by now. :

HOW NOT TO DO IT 


Wuat the Community must first be given is a clear statement 
of the advantages of such a United Synagogue. It must further 
be vouchsafed some elucidation of the manner in which the pro- 
posal is to be worked. In the absence of these things, sys. 
picion and even hostility are likely to arise. The cautious wif 
fasten. on the tendency of the present United Synagogue to. 
wards greater and tighter bureaucratic concentration of power 
in the head office, with a consequent deprivation of the powers 
of its constituent elements and an appalling evaporation among 
its rank and file of that spirituality and religious fervour 
which it is so easy to prate about but so difficult to foster or 
evoke. Provincial Synagogues, always jealous of their rights, 
are only too likely to jib at such a fate. They would want 
to know, and in more or less detail, how their individuality jg 
to be safeguarded. .Again, their congregants, or those who take 
their Judaism seriously, would want to be reassured as to ques- 
tions of rehgious practice, and as to whether. to use the Chief 
Rabbi's words, the projected United Synagogue for Great Britain 
is to be “established on carefully thought-out Jewish lines” 
They would view with scepticism and fear a plan about which no 
such clear reassurance ts vouchsafed. These matters are of vital 
consequence. Certainly, any belitthement of the status of pro- 
vincial Jewish religious leaders, robbing them of initiative and 
influence, would go very near to ‘being a real calamity. ff 
may be that information of the kind we have referred to has 
been conveved, but if such ts the case it falls far short of 
the necessities of what must become a keen popular movement or 
a dangerous sham, and smacks more of a bureaucratic machine 
grinding one more of its tiresome revolutions. Somehow our 
leaders have to regain the common touch, if they ever had it. 
Ihe Community may well benefit by the achievement of sincere 
and democratic unitv. But this, however mmportant the leader- 
ship may be, can only be the result of open, free. and wide- 
spread persuasion. It is not the sort of thing to be * pulled 
off ~ quietiv, and then presented, cut and dried, like some smart 
commercial merger. 


HITLER'S EXTERMINATION THREAT 


Put speeches of Hitler (or rather a selection of them) have 
just been published and form two tat volumes. They can be 
examined by anybody with patience enough and trom various 
points of view—as a pathological study, for 
mind diseased, or as an essay in consistency, or trom numerous 
other angles that suggest themselves. Perhaps the second of 
these alternatives is the most topical at the moment. The 
Fiihrer is shown in these speeches to be consistent in his anti- 
Semitism. On his own avowed principle that the mob will 
believe any lie, provided it is only big enough and repeated 
often.enough, no deliverance of Hitler is ever presented

-without the customary assault-on the Jews, made. of course, 


in pursuit of a flendish policy. Too late for inclusion in the 
published collection, the dog has, in his latest harangues, returned 
to his vomit. He recalled, last week, what he said about Jews 
if,: déciared, ~ Jewry 
started this war in order to overcome the * Arvan’ people, then 
it would be not the * Aryans” but the Jews who would be 
exterminated.” “ The Jews,’ he went on, “laughed at my 
prophecies in Germany. I doubt if they are laughing now, 
I can assure them that they will lose all desire to laugh, 
wherever they: may be, and I shall be right in this prophecy 


too.” In other words, on the bogus ground that Jewry started 
this war in order to overcome the “* Aryans in itsell, “a tale 
told by an idiot "—he boasts that he has almost exterminated the 


Jews of Germany and is on the way to exterminate their 
coreligionists everywhere. In this particular respect, his aim 
has not changed, and he is consistently consistent. It is as well 
that he has proclaimed it unmistakably once again, in the ears 
of all men. Never has such a purpose been declared. at least 
since the days of Haman. On that occasion the appointed victims 
in Persia were allowed to stand to their own defence, and gave 
an excellent account of themselves. To-day the fate of all the 16 
million Jews is in question. They are fobbed off with a few 
Jewish battalions hidden away in a Palestine Regiment: and 
carefully forbidden any Jewish identification of title or badge. 


HONOURABLE MENTION 


THe well-known war correspondent, Mr. J. L. Hodson, 
broadcasting in the war commentary last week on the subject 
of fire-fighting, mentioned that there were 2,000 Jews in Stepney 
so engaged and that they applied themselves * with enthusiasm 
to the task. Only that, and nothing more. But it was all that 
needed to be said, and in its way created what must be almost 
a precedent. Probably it was heard by countless thousands with 
surprise, for a firmly-established convention rules out any 
special citing of the good work of members of the Jewish 
Community. Distinguished Jews die, and their careers are 
recorded and eulogised. But rarely a word about ther Jewish 
Origin. Jews receive decorations for gallantry and devotion to 
duty, but, as they were not serving in a Jewish Army or 
Jewish units, their faith or origin is unnoticed. Our Club 
news last week quoted Jewish soldiers, members of the Oxford 
and St. George’s Club, writing about their experiences to the 
Club Warden, Mr. Basil Q. Henriques. One of them com 
plained recently that “ there are still a large number ol people 
who believe that the Jews manage to wangle * safe jobs, even 
when they join the fighting units.” How can the public be blamed: 
They never hear anything to the contrary. Nobody desires 
incessant iteration of the good deeds of Jews. It would be 
repugnant to their best feelings. But in the case of a people 
like the Jews, heirs to misunderstanding, ignorance, 4? 
hardened preconceived ideas, too much hiding of the light under 
a bushel is unfair and mischievous. The concept “Jew 
too many minds is incomplete if not false. What is required 
is gradually to repfce this caricature with a truer concept © 
the Jew, not by crude and blatant methods of “ selling him 4 
you sell canned peas,” but by encouraging judicious enlighten 
ment where justice demands it,

SOCIAL CENTRE FOR THE FORCES 


Too Much Talk and Muddle 
From LIEUT. LEWIS W. HAMMERSON 


(Chairman, Union of Young Israel Societies) 
To the Editor of TH 


Sire,—Much correspondence has appeared in the columns 
of Tur Jowisn tor several months past regarding 
the urgent necessity for the institution ot a social centre for 
Jewish Forces in London 

Firstly, may I point out that shortly after the outbreak of 
war the Union of Young Israel Socicties of Great Britain 
and Ircland placed before the Semor Jewish Chaplain to the 
Forces—Dayan Gollop-—a proposal for the institution of 
such a centre. but owing to the circumstances then prevail- 
ing. Dayan Gollop Was reluctantly compelled to point out 
the inadvisability of taking such a step 

In the meanwhile, as readers of THe Jewisn CHRonicit 
will know, my organisation has done much, within its 
limited scope. to provide hospitality. recreation, and other 
facilities for Jewish soldiers, sailors, and airmen Up to 
the present, we have not been fortunate enough to possess 
our own headquarters, although we are well setticd at 
Woburn House as the next best alternative. 

For some three or four months now the Union of Young 
Israel Societies has been investigating the possibilitics of 
acquiring suitable headquarters, with the object of laying 
them open to Jewish members of the Forces as a club and 
hostel. Actually, in fact, the preliminaries of the whole 
scheme are well advanced, but, needless to say, premises do 
present some difficulty, and until we were able to lay a con- 
crete scheme before the Community we have refrained from 
making any mention of the matter. 

During the middie of August we had suitable premises 
offered to us, and on Sunday, August 30, I attended, at 
extremely short notice and ercat inconvenience, the mecting 
held by the Committee of the Jewish Social Centre for the 
Forces at the request of the Secretary. That was two days 
after Mr. Charkham’s lone overdue letter appeared in the 
columns of THe JewtsH CHRONICLE. 

The meeting was largely representative of the Jewish Com- 
munity, and we were grated by the presence of Mrs. I. M. 
Sicff. who was in the chair, and Mr. Otto Schiff, who 
informed the meeting that funds were available from 
America for the institution of a Jewish Forces Club. I 
would mention that in the then current issue of THe Jewisn 
CHRONICLE a letter appeared from the Jewish Social Centre 
for the Forces saying that they had acquired premises and 
were hoping to have them ready in time for the Jewish 
Holy-days. So far as I can gather (but the minutes may 
prove otherwise), only two resolutions were passed at that 
mecting, (a) that the Working Committce should be author- 
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ised to enlarec itself, and (b) that the name of the propoew 
club should be “ The United Nations Jewish Forces Club.” 

At that mecting I took the opportunity of informing those 
present —cntirely as a matter of courtesy—of the scheme that 
the Union of Young Socicties had fn hand, but 
apparently it was considered to be so unimportant as to be 
hardly worthy of 
result that the Chairman closed the mecting shortly after- 
wards. I, like many others, appreciate to the fullest cxtent 
the inestimably good work which the Jewish Social Centre 
for the Forces has done in its small way. but there are 
many members of the Community who feel with me that up 
to now the organisation has been controlicd by a semi- 
political, if not a political, majority, instead of by a repre 
sentative body of the Jewish Community at larec 

On September 4, 1942, Davan Gollop was good cnough 
to sec me to discuss the whole position at considerable 
leneth. I shall not here venture to outline the points which 
were discussed, but | would say that | again presented to 
him the scheme which the Union of Young Israel Socictics 
had in hand, and of which he apparently approved, apart 
from the fact that such a scheme might clash with the one 
which the Jewish Social Centre for the Forces had in hand. 
I expressed to Davan Gollop my perfectly open views og 
the matter and endcavoured to impress upon him how urecnt, 
in the vicw of my Committec, was the necessity for the 
institution of a Jewish Forces Club. In reply. Dayan Gollop 
reiterated what | had heard at the mecting the previous 
Sunday, and stated that he felt that some concrete scheme 
mish, be embarked upon within the course of two wecks, 
if nc a few days In deterence to the wishes of Davan 
Gollop and all concerned, I agreed to abandon my scheme 
for two weeks to sce what would transpire What has 
happened” the Jewish Social Centre for the Forees Com 
muttce have called a mectine and have resolved to dissolve 
their Committee and to form a new onc. Meanwhile. our 
brothers and sisters in the Navy, Army. and Air Force from 
the four quarters of the globe «ill walk the strects of London 
or seck refure in the YM C.A. and similar institutions, 
Phecause we Jews here in London lack the initiative to get 
down to business and “ cut the cackle.”’ 

We. in the Union of Young Istacl Socicties, neither seek

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MAJOR HAMMOND FOOT 


Manchester By-Election and 
** Appeaser 


Major Hammond Foot, who is standing as Inde- 
pendent candidate in the Clayton (Manchester) by- 
election, has been referred to on several occasions 
in THe Jewish CHRONICLE. 

In Trafalgar Square, on April 16, 1939, we 
recorded in an article, Major Foot stood on the 

linth of the Nelson monument, while “ Jock " 

ouston, one of London's most rabid Jew-baiters 
was addressing a crowd and calling for a massacre o 
the Jews of East London, The mecting was a 
demonstration of a number of Fascist bodies 
“ against unrestricted immigration from Red Spain 
and Eastern Europe,” and among the socictics 
officially represented on the “ Patriot Committee,” 
which organised the demonstration, were the 
Nationalist Association (Houston's organisation), 
the notorious Militant Christian Patriots, and the 
British Democratic Party. Posters on the plinth 
also advertised the Nordic League (with which Cap- 
tain Ramsay, the detained M.P., was connegtecd), 
and the New Pionger (the paper run by Lord 
Lymington, the apostle of British “ blood and’soil’’). 
Action, the B.U.F. organ, was widely sold among 
the crowd: and to give the meeting the proper tone 
a dissenting member of the audience was beaten 
up. Houston's words on the occasion are on record : 
this is what Major Foot, supporting him, must have 
heard him say: that he was willing to support any 
move by Hitler and Mussolini “ so long as it aims 
at smashing international Jewish finance all over 
the globe.’ The Jews were wanting war, Houston 
declared. “ If they make us go to war this time, 
if they are silly enough to give us handy machine- 
guns, bombs, and rifles, we will see we ‘use the 
ammunition on them first. We might start at Ald- 
gate Pump and work castwards.” 


Billed, But Did Not Speak 


‘There was no indication (added Tur Jrwish 
CHronicte) that Major Foot expressed disapproval 
of these sentiments. On the contrary, he was billed 
to speak at a second demonstration organised by 
the Nationalist Association in Trafalgar Square in 
May, 1939, to protest against the proposed Anglo- 
Soviet pact. Others billed to speak included A. K. 
Chesterton, a former member of the B.U.F. and 
one-time editor of Action: Capt. G. Pitt-Rivers 
(detained in 1940); Mrs. Hugo Harper; and Dr. 
Vaughan Henry (detained in 1940), who represented 
the National Citizens’ Union. Major Foot did not, 
however, speak at this meeting, which was remark- 
able for the violence of its Jew-haiting. 

in a letter to THe Jewisn Curonicie, following 
this article, Major Foot stated that he went to 
Trafalgar Square on behalf of the National Demo- 
cratic Party, to speak on “The Yeoman Movement,’ 
a policy which he had been fighting for ever since 
he icft the Army in 1920. “ I did not join the Mosley 


movement in the occupied countries. “Is it an 


‘act of slavery for the Germans to strive for the 


purification of their Nordic blood? “ the Major was 
quoted as saying. “ Can the Germans justly be 
considered enslaved when there are such organisa- 
tions as the ‘ People’s Welfare,’ ‘ Winter Help,” and 
‘Strength Through Joy’ organisations, which we 
are now imitating to the best of our ability? 

lan Eastern Europe Germany has adjusted many 
heart-aching injustices. She arranged peacefully the 
return of the Dobruja to Bulgaria, which was a 
long outstanding grievance between her and 
Rumania.’ He referred to Hitler's vast catalogue 
of crime against the millions he has enslaved and 
commented that “a great part of these must be written 
off on account of the guerrilla warfare carried out 
by an infuriated vanquished civil population and 
sabotage "; and he concluded by an appeal to 
examine Germany's claims to good faith. “ If our 
Parliament refuses to clarify these issues,’ he 
declared, “ then on their head will fall the blood 
and destruction that must inevitably follow.” 

In another document, according to the Mirror, 
Major Foot declared that Hitler was the most demo- 
cratically-clected leader, and expressed the fear of 
making Western Europe “a breeding ground for 
militant Bolshevism.” 

Major Foot later stated that he had written what 
he did in order “ to bring the issue of the war on 
to firm ground, the return of occupied territory.” 

Interviewed by the Mirror, Major Foot was 
quoted as having said: “ Hitler overran Norway, 
Denmark. Holland, Belgium, and France only to 
protect his country from invasion. If Hitler would 
now reiterate his promise to respect the sovereignty 
of the States which he has overrun, and withdraw 
his troopsPwe should negotiate for an immediate 
peace.” 

Polling in the Clayton by-election takes place on 
October 17. Majo: Foot is being opposed by Alder- 
man H. Thorneycroft (Labour), who is also recciv- 
ing the support of the Conservative Party, 


RELIGIONS DIRECTOR ON 
ANTI-SEMITISM 


Speaking at Cardiff at a conference of Theological 
Representatives, the ev. Hugh Martin, the 
Director of the Religions Division of the Ministry 
of Information, discussed the subject of “ Anti- 
Semitism.”’ 

In many countries, he said, anti-Semitism had 
been the cause of precipitating conflict between 
Protestant and Catholic Churches and Nazism. In 
France, where anti-Semitism had served in uniting 
the Protestant Churches, the situation was boiling 
up as never before because of the stand taken by 
the Churches. The “ Shield of David “ was openly 
being worn by Christians as a symbol of honour.

THE SEFER TORAH 


By AUNTIE 


O-MORROW is called Shabbat P°2 N75 be- 
cause we read the first section of Genesis, which 
begins with that word. Have you ever examined 
a Sefer Torah closely? Of course, you boys 
who have been Barmitzvah have had a good look 
at it and are quite familiar with its appearance. 
But for those who have not had this privilege, I 
thought it might be interesting to hear something 


= 


about the history of the Sefer, or scroll. 


The Hebrew of the Sefer is written on it by hand, 
with only the consonant letters. There are no vowels 
Or punctuation stops, the only divisions being a line 
left open altogether or a space left in a line, so that 
the Chazan who reads from it must be absolutely 
familiar with it and know it almost by heart. We 
Jews love to keep up our old customs and so we 
have never had the style of our Sefer Torah altered. 
it certainly would be easier to read it from a 
punctuated book, but we keep to the original parch- 
ment and script. 

I think I told you once before how in Babylon 
some books were inscribed on bricks and stones 
to keep them from decay, The Ten Commandments 
were certainly inscribed on tablets of stone, and 
in the book of Joshua it is mentioned that the words 
of the Law were written on an altar specially built 
for that purpose. But later in history, in the reign 
of King Josiah, a “ scroll” of the Law was dis- 
covered by Hilkiah, the High Priest, and he read 
aloud to the people from it. ; 

The next occasion when we hear of a scroll is 
when the Israelites returned to Palestine after the 
Babylonian exile. The prophet Ezra then edited the 
boas of the Bible and practically determined the 
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now. He used several manuscripts to arrive at 
the exact text. He was surnamed the Scribe, as he 
had written by hand several copies of the Torah 
and could also teach the meaning. He instituted the 
public reading of the Law at certain times so &% 
not to make an interval of more than three days 
between the readings (we now have them on 
Shabbat, Monday, and Thursday). He would not 
allow any alteration of the text even if he considered 
there was an error, because he thought that if he 
permitted it others would make more alterations as 
time went on and the original Torah might be 
changed beyond recognition, 

Have you ever been in the Synagogue when the 
Reader has discovered a ‘mistake in the writing? 
It happened in our Synagogue some time ago. The 
reading was stopped and the Sefer rolled up, put 
away, and another one was taken out in its place 
and the reading continued from that. Care must be 
taken to see that the mistake is corrected before it 
is used again. 

There are a feW customs that are interesting to 
note as to the procedure when the Sefer is taken out 
of the Ark. A gentleman called the Segan—usually 
one of the Synagogue Wardens—stands next to the 
Reader and determines who is to be called up. If 
anyone has a special festivity or anniversary to 
celebrate, he is usually chosen, and in olden days 
each person called up read his own portion, or 
Parsha, aloud, which custom still exists for the 
Barmitzvah boy. At the end of the reading, some- 


Jone is asked to take the mitzvah of holding up the 


Scroll so that everyone can see the writing, and 
another man carefully rolls the Sefer and binds it 
with its ribbon and puts the velvet mantle and orna- 
ments back in place. The ornaments are usually a 
beautiful breastplate, a crown, and a pointer. 

The Scroll itself is made of specially prepared 
parchment sewn together and the words are written 
in the best black ink in the square Hebrew 
characters.

The Engineering Bulletin issued by the Ministry 
of Labour and National Service announces that 
courses of lectures on the work of women super. 
visors, arranged in conjunction with the Board of 
Education and the Scottish Education Department; 
will be organised at technical colleges, in any 
particular locality where local demand is sufficient, 
The courses will normally be of 30 hours’ duration, 
and classes will be held outside working hours, 
meetings lasting usually two hours, 

“It is appreciated,” says the announcement, 
“that both personality and industrial experience 
are required to make a woman supervisor, and that 
it is impossible to produce one simply by a course 
of lectures.” Thus, the courses are only for women 
who already are supervisors or have had not less 
than six months’ experience in industry, in order 
to give them a wider background. 

The Minister of Labour and National Service. in agree 
ment with the Secretary of State for the Home Depariment 
and the Secretary of State for Scotland, has decided to 
amend the Schedule of Reserved Occupations by raising the

From COUNT MICHAEL DE LA BEDOYERE 
(Editor of the “Catholic Herald’’) 


To the Editor of THe Jewish Cnronicie 


Sixr,—l am sure that THe JewisH CHRONICLE, 
however much it may disagree with our views, would 
not wish to misrepresent them.

Two Volumes of Hitler 


Hitler's Speeches, 1922-39, 
H. Baynes. 


Edited by NorMAN 
Oxford University Press (2 volutes). 


Reviewed by G. Warburg 


Professor Norman H. Baynes, the eminent 
historian, has made a valuable contribution to 
political research on Nazism by the publication of 
his two volumes on Hitler's speeches. Naturally, 
these books are not intended to be read straight 
through from beginning to end. They are reference 
works which will soon be indispensable to every 
student of Hitler and Hiticrism. 

Professor Baynes has confined himself mainly to Hitler's 
speeches from the time when he was appointed Chancellor 
to the outhreak of the war. <A few ecarlicr speeches from 
1922 to 1933 are included. Again. Professor Baynes has 
done well not simply to reproduce Hitler's specches in full 
and in chronological order (two volumes would not then 
have sufficed, and the constant repetitions, which afe a 
feature of Hitler's oratory, would make the perusal of such 
a book almost impossible) Ihe edttor has selected nearly 
every important statement occurring in Hitler's speeches, 
Interviews, and proclamations, has placed them in a certain 
order according to subjects; and by adding historical dates, 
excellent Mbhhographics, and. last but by no means least, a 
tery. complete index, has given the student cvery help in 
the "use of the two volumes 


Ihe first volume is concerned with the internal side of 
Nazism. icc. Huler’s utterances on the history of the Nazi 
Party. the Storm Troops, the Navi revolution, suppression 


of the opposition, relwon, law. culture. the lews. cconomics, 
etc... while the second volume is devoted entirely to Hitler's 
Statements on foreen policy On lookine at the table of 
contents, the reader may be surprised that the chapter on 
lews is mt longer than 22 pares But the index soon 
proves that the Jewish prohicm ws dealt with in almost every 
other chapter, since Hitter has rarely made a speech in 
which the Jews did not figure prominently. Profcssor Baynes 
has done well to select only the more fundamental state- 
ments of Hither in the special chapter on the lews

RUSSIA’S MIGHTY EFFORT 


Hlow Russia Prepared, a 6d. Penguin. bv Maurice 
Fidelman, provides a good idea of what Hitler is up 
against in the offensive on the Fastern Front. 

Revond the bulwarks of Leninerad, Moscow, and Rostov 
are the Urals, and bevond them the miehty human, industrial, 
and avricultural resources of Asiatic Russia. Developed by 
the Five-Year Plans. the East stands ready to defend the 
West. In this task, Soviet Jews have an important part to 
play Usbekistan. now one of the Soviet Union's largest 
Jewish centres, provides coal, cotton, and non-ferrous metals. 
In the Far East. the Jewish region of Biro-Bidjan, on the

FORMER LORD MAYORS 


When Sir Samuel George Joseph, London's Lord 
Mavor-elect, takes office on November 9, he will 
be the sixth Jew to occupy that distinguished posi- 
tion. The others were Sir David Salomons, 1855-6; 
Sir Benjamin Samuel Phillips, 1865-6; Su Henry 
Aaron Isaacs, 1889-90: Sir George Faudel- 
Phillips, 1896-7: and Sire Marcus Samuel (atter- 
wards Lord Bearsted), 1902-3. When Sir Henry 
Isaacs took office, November 9 fell on a Saturday, 
and it is recorded that there was much taterest in 
the Jewish Community on the question of whether 
he would, because of the Sabbath, walk, during the 
Lord Mayor's procession, through the Portsoken 
Ward, of which he was Alderman. The Commitice 
of Privileges of the Court of Aldermen strongly 
urged upon him the desirability of following cus- 
tom and precedent, and to ride all the way from 
the Guildhall to the Law Courts—which Sir Henrys 
did. But Mr, Gabriel Lindo, C.C.. who was the 
Master of the Gold and Silver Wyre Drawers 
Company, walked along the whole route, accom- 
panied by his brother, Mr. Arthur Lindo

UNDER WHICH KING? 


An astonishing item appeared this weck in the 
news bulletin issued by the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency. It reported that Mr. Hore-Belitsha, M.P., 
is tO speak at a meeting organised by the Masaryk- 
Gaster Fund of the Federation of Czechoslovakian 
Jews in support of the projected Lidice memorial 
settlement in Palestine. ** This,” says the Agency, 
gravely, “ is the first public speech announced to be 
made by Mr. Hore-Belisha since his return trom 
several weeks’ meditation at a Cistercian monastery.”

There is nothing that compares with the Yonium 
Tovim for mdicating the numbers of Jews in a 
town. In how many centres—particularly since 
the Government-urged war-time evacuation began 
—is there heard each year the remark, “1 didn't 
know there were cnough to have a Shoo! here“? 
Perhaps the most interesting example of this kind 
comes from St. Helens, Lancs., where, up till 
shortly before the Holy-days, each Jew thought he 
was the only one in the place. Then one of them 
spotted a mezuzah on a doorpost. The two Jews 
then thought it was possible there were more, and 
by the same process of “ mezuzah-spotting, they 


managed to discover others, tll, by Yomtovy, there 
was a minyan,. Now a congregation has been 
formed: and a Zionist Society is being organised. 


Tracing coreligionists by finding the mezuzon on 
the doorpost is, of Course, no new method, other- 
wise many of us might have been spared in the 
spacious days of peace the often embarrassing 
attentions of the many importunate meshullachim.

If to-day there are still women living idle, 
luxurious lives, and if thei cxample counts for any- 
thing with the generality of women, tt ts because tn 
the time which has clapsed since the dawn ol 
woman's emancipation, there has been a great 
falling off in the standards set up for womanhood, 
largely for commercial reasons,

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UNION OF ORTHODOX HEBREW 
CONGREGATIONS 


An Fxeeutive Committee meeting of the Union 
of Orthodox Hebrew Congregations was held 
last week, with Mr. J. S. Stern in the chair. The 
decision was taken (as reported in the Palestine 
Movement news) to launch an “ Old Yishuv War 
Fund.’ 

A report was received from Mr. G. M. Weil. the 
Union's representative on the Central Committce 
for War-Damaged Synagogues, appointed by the 
Board of Deputies. The Chairman expressed his 
regret at the repeated cflorts made by the Hon. 
Officers of the United Synagogue to impose its 
jurisdiction upon the whole community, especially 
m regard to matters arising out of war damage 
sustained by Metropolitan Synagocues. 

It was stated that the Union had given a negative 
answer to the approach made by the United Svna- 
gogue, asking them to join the Conjoint Flour 
Committee of the United Synagogue and the 
Span: hand Portugucse Congregation. The opimion 
was expressed at the meeting that all-round co- 
operation was desirable and that no communal 
organisation. had the right to claim to be a repre- 
sentative body if orthodox Opinion was not included 
m its counscls. 

It was further reported that the Beth Din had 
been approached by the President and Treasurer 
with a view to obtaining the co-operation cf the 
Davanim in the formation of a Central Committce 
for London Mikvaot. The Beth Din, it was reported, 
had agreed to call a conference. 


SABBATH OBSERVANCE 
EMPLOYMENT BUREAU 


The Sabbath Observance Employment Bureau has 
published its report for 1940 and 1941. It was not 
found possible to rsue a report last vear for 1940.
